Site During Recent Trip

Valencia Debators Win

Yesterday became today 
for 30 Troy High School 
students on a recent trip to 
an archaelogical excavation 
in the Calico Mountains 
near Yermo. 

Guided by Troy 
instructors John Hyma, 
Herman Boodman and Jim 
Higgins, the students spent a 
busy Saturday examining 
artifacts, learning the 
techniques of digging, and 
then digging themselves. 

The dig, sponsored by the 
San Bernardino County 
Museum, the Dr. Leakey 
Foundation and National 
Geographic magazine, 
contains some of the oldest 
artifacts of man on the 
North American continent. 

According to Hyma, who 
teaches Bible as Literature 
classes at Troy, the purpose 
of the trip was to allow the 
students to experience for 
themselves the process that 
archaeology uses to recreate 
the history of man. 

‘‘It was also a good 
opportunity to explain to 
the students the importance 
of archaelogy to literature, 
history, anthropology and 
science,” observed Hyma. 

Also on the trip was 
Troy’s television specialist, 
Milt Lucius, and student 
members of the Troy video 
control teams. They were 
given the opportunity to 
video tape the terrain, the 
total site, flaking samples 
and artifacts that are 
believed to be at least 
40,000 years old. 

One tape will remain in 
the Troy Library for the use 
of students and interested 
groups. Another was 
purchased by the San 
Bernardino County Museum 
to be used for other schools. 

Students were 
enthusiastic in their 
comments on the 
expedition. Senior Shirley 
Gordon, who hopes to 
become an archaelogist 
specializing in Egyptology, 
said, “I thought it was neat.

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Chief Traub Outlines 
Areas Of Concentration 


Police Chief Norman 
Traub has outlined some of 
the areas of concentration 
for police personnel during 
1971. These include: law 
enforcement policies and 
procedures; recruitment and 
selection of police 
candidates; better 
equipment, training, 
personnel assignments for 
growth and experience, 
records and reporting 
systems, communications, 
community relations, rules 
and regulations, facilities 
and establishment of 
priorities. 

These points were 
brought to the attention of 
all police personnel in a 
communique from the chief 
to his men. He stated, “We 
may not be able to fulfill all 
of our objectives but we will 
do our best.” 

“We are living in very 
exciting times,” said Traub, 
‘‘that hold great 
expectations for law 
enforcement. The challenges 
of the future can be met 
with confidence if we are 
willing to prepare ourselves 
to accomplish our 
objectives.” 

Further presenting the 
outlook for Placentia Police 
department the chief asked 
the question “What is going 
to happen to our 
organization in the new 
year?” Continuing that the 
question is difficult to 
answer Chief Traub 
propounded the question to 
the personnel, “What would 
you like to see happen in 
the new year?” 

Quieting some of the 


thoughts that have been in 
the men’s minds, chief 
Traub told them there 
would be no immediate 
changes in the basic 
structure or in personnel 
assignments, and he further 
said, “there will be some 
immediate modifications in 
systems and procedures. 
These changes will be 
suggested and initiated by 
you the personnel.” 

Chief Traub’s closing 
notations to the personnel 
of the police department 
were: “Please examine your 
present duties and the 
department as a whole and 
mentally challenge 
everything we do and ask 
the question, ‘Why?’ If it 
can’t be justified or if it 
should be modified, it is up 
to you to submit 
suggestions for 
improvement. We are only 
going to get out of our 
department what we put 
into it.” 

Future of the personnel 
will be based upon what is 
done from now on, stated 
the chief, not on past 
performances, except where 
records are in favor of the 
person serving in the 
department. 

“I appreciate the fact 
that it will take some time 
for you to get used to my 
methods of operation and 
my enforcement 
philosophies,” Chief Traub 
told his department. “But 
by thinking positively and 
each of us working for the 
common goal, we will 
achieve our ultimate 
objectives.”

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Local Historian Researches 
Origin Of Placentia Name 


By George G. Key 

“What about the name 
Placentia,” is often asked. 
The following may be of 
interest to those who ask 
this question. But first a 
little background. 

On August 17, 1874, a 
large school district was 
formed with boundaries 
roughly as follows: Starting 
at Ball Road follow north 
on State College to about l A 
mile north of Bastanchury, 
thence west about three 
miles. From this point north 
east to about the County 
Line, thence easterly 
following roughly the 
County Line to a point in 
the vicinity of La Vida 
Springs in Carbon Canyon, 
thence southerly following 
an irregular line to the Santa 
Ana River, down the River 
to Ball Road and west to 
point of beginning. 

This District took the 


ASSr 


name Cajon School District, 
no doubt from San Juan 
Cajon de Santa Ana Rancho 
on which it was located. A 
one room building was built 
“on Kraemer land” a little 
south of Orangethorpe 
Avenue and roughly a half 
mile east of Placentia 
Avenue. 

In 1879 this building was 
moved to a two acre site on 
the south east corner of 
Placentia and Chapman 
Avenues. In June of 1879 
the school board minutes 
were signed as the Placentia 
School. This is the first 
written use of the name, 
relating to this area, that I 
have found. 

Mrs. William McFadden 
has been given credit for 
suggesting the name. But 
where did she get it and 
what does it mean? I do not 
know, but I find the 
following interesting: 


A cousin of mine recently 
returned from a visit to 
Spain and sent me a map 
with the names of two 
towns circled. One was 
Plasencia, about 160 miles 
west of Madrid. The other 
was Palencia, about the 
same distance north of 
Madrid. He asks the 
question, “Could the 
Spanish have brought these 
names with them?” 

In south eastern 
Newfoundland there is a 
large bay named Placentia 
Bay. It is bounded on the 
west by Placentia West 
District, and on the east by 
Placentia-St. Marys District. 
On the east coast of the Bay 
is the town of Placentia. On 
December 1, 1970 I wrote 
to the Governing Body of 
this town. Last week I 
received a packet from Mr. 
Thomas V. O’Keefe, Town 
Clerk, that contained some 
interesting material. 

Mr. O’Keefe, in his 
accompanying letter states, 
“Like the citizens of 
Placentia, California, we of 
Placentia, Newfoundland 


are also not positive of the 
origin of the name 
Placentia, but we do have a 
couple of likely suggestions. 
One is that it came from a 
French word meaning 
“Pleasant Place.” (This 
meaning has generally been 
used locally.) 

From Romans? 

Mr. O’Keefe continues: 
“Another suggestion is that 
it came from the word 
Placenta. One writer talks 
about it like this, ‘The name 
itself carries you back to 
those far off times when 
Caesar’s legions rested 
below the foothills of the 
Pyrenees and named their 
camping ground Placenta, a 
level disc within the womb 
of hills. Perhaps the Basques 
saw a physical resemblance 
here in the New Land to 
that spot in their own 
beloved country, and they 
gave the name Placentia to 
this haven of level beach 
and harbour amid 
envirening fir clad heights’.” 

“Like you, we also had 
the Spanish and the Basque 
in our early history, and of 


course we also had the 
French and the English, so 
it would seem likely that 
the name derived from the 
same origin.” 

In the packet from Mr. 
O’Keefe was a commemora¬ 
tive medallion about the 
size of our silver dollar. On 
one side is a picture of the 
famous elevator bridge at 
Placentia Gut, Newfound¬ 
land, and the wording 
“Placentia-Newfoundland 
1662-1692.” On the other 
side is a picture of a canon 
and the words “300th 
Anniversary Founding of 
Placentia by the French - 
1662.” 

Historical Notes 

Following are some 
quotes from the literature 
enclosed in the packet: 

‘ ‘Some historians claim 
that ships of the Basques 
actually found the Grand 
Banks and the Isle of 
Codfish before the voyages 
of Cabot and Columbus...,” 
“It can be stated with 
certainty that Basques were 
the first to penetrate the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence,...
